That the men 
engaged in the service need the money, we 
have no doubt; and that the citizens of Flo- 
rida need the services of thcse men, is 
equally clear. But while we admit this, it 
is due to the nation to know wat has be- 
come of the money already expended—to 
what use was it put? The Constitution 
explicitly requires that “a regular state- 
ment and accounts of receipts and expendi- 
tures of @#ALL~<¢§ public money shall be 


| published from time to time.” But the exi- 


gency of the case was plead, excuse. 
How long would it have taken the House 


|to have appointed a committee to investi- 


gate the expenditures? About threc mi- 
nutes, and which is a short time for those 
to wait for whom the sppropriation was 
said to be intended. There is evidently 
something rotten in this protracted war and 
those expenditures, or the administration. 
Members would not shrink as they do, from 
an investigation of their accounts. If the 
money has been honestly expended, the 
best proof of the fact is to show how it has 
been expended. Their refusal to do so is 
proof sufficient of itself that the money has 
not been appropriated to the purpose in- 
tended—for if it were, they would not he- 
sitate to render an account of it. They re- 
fuse to do so—therefore it is not unfair to 
presume those vast sums have been misap- 
plied, and has no doubt slipped into the! 
pockets of the party. 

They have now received another million. 
Very well. What assurance has Congress 
or the people. But this will, like preced- 
ing sums, be squandered in like manner, 
and then they will come buck to Congress 
for more. So, at this rate, the war is to 
be a standing tax upon the people without 
end. 

We have reason to believe that a great 
portion of this vast appropriation is intend- 
ed for other purposes than the Seminole 
war. All this might have been prevented, 
bad the disbursers been made to account 
for the expenditures as required by the 
Constitution—and yet these people have 
the hardihood to call themselves demo- 
crats! 

Very strong efforts, we perceive, were 
made to have those expenditures investigat- 
ed by Messrs. Underwood, Wise, Bell and 
Biddle. But the extremity of the case was 
urged above all other considerations. Yet 
Mr. Wise disputed every inch of ground 
with great spirit. 

Mr. Downing, the Delegate from Flori- 
da, who is perhaps as innocent as the child 
unborn, of the wasteful expenditures and 
frauds, of which this war is the pretext— 
contended nubly for the supplies, upon the 
ground that the army was suffering, with- 
out going into the cause—they were with- 
out adollar! Inregard to the vast sums 
expended, Mr. Downing threw much light. 
He said that: 


“In the whole Territory of Florida there 
was nota single Government contractor; 
whether for horses, shot, or provisions. 
The contractors were to be found where 
the supplies were to be furuished, but 
there were no supplies to be furnished from 
the wasted fields of Florida. it was in 
Keptucky the gentleman must look for the 
contractors for horses; in New York and 
Charleston for te contractors for provi- 
sions. Where ‘ld the public money go to? 
Not to the poor settlers in Florida. All 
they get of it was $6 a month as the price 
of their sweat and their blood, and even 
that poor pittance the gentleman was for 
refusing to pay: Was that the justice of 
this Government?
